JAPANESE AT 
CLOSE 
QUARTERS. 


Japanese Made a Terrific Attack on the 


Russian Forces—Story of the 


Fierce Combat. 


LIAO TANG, Sept. 4, (Via Tien Tsln, 


September 10.)—The Japanese 
at . 8 


o'clock 
yesterday evening, discovered 


that the Russians had evacuated Liao 
Tang and at 11 o'clock they sent scout- 
ing, parties to the southern and western 
walls of the city. 
At 3 o'clock this 


morning the troops of the victorious 
army quietly entered and occupied Liao 
Yang. ' General . Kuropatkin's ^former 
base and stronghold. The success was 
achieved 
after five days of glorious 


fighting. 


DIVIDED FORCES. 


After General Kurokl had noted the 


march 
of the Tenth Russian army 


corps which he had driven in from the 
Anplng road to the plain, on its way. 
to join the Russian center which Gen- 
eral Noofzu had forced in from Kaof- 
engshi. .he divided his forces stationed 
on,! the Anping and Fengwang .Cheng 
roads. He took care to have S suffi- 
ciently /strong force on the Fengwang 
Cheng road, on General Nodzu's ex- 
treme right, and sent to General Nodzu 
who -was. pushing, with the Japanese 
center army along the- Mengchiafang 
and south roads, one brigade to Meng- 
chiafang, three regiments to Chiao- 
fantun and two regiments on the south 
road, i General Kurokl,_ in the meantime 
.waited quietly with two division* on 


the south bank of the Taitse river. 


FIERCE BOMBARDMENT. 


On August 29th the artillery under 


General Nodzu bombarded fiercely the 
three hills at Chiaof'antun:

same day General Oku, in com nand of 
the Japanese army, working Ms way 
with rifle fire and artillery, slowly ad- 
vanced along the railroad in spite of 
the Russian opposition .from iv-ighbor- 
ing elevations and fortifications.

left army thus moved toward Shusean. 
The Russian cavalry was not able to 
locate the Japanese trenches on this 
advance.

Match games between teams cf tour

LEGEND OF THE SWASTIKA 


CROSS. 


A most beautiful 
legend 
of 
the 


Swastika cross, which has never be- 
fore been published, was told by the 
late Frank Gushing exactly as related 
to him by a Zuni Indian. In brief it 
Is as follows: 


At one time the winds were confined 


in the four quarters of the earth and 
were so angry over their imprisonment 
that they tore down wigwams and did 
much damage. 
Finally (Just as we 
would call a meeting over any mo- 
mentous question like floods or fires,) 
the Indians called together a coun- 
cil of priests to meet in the estufa or 
circular chamber where such conven- 
tions were held. After much discus- 
sion they all 'agreed that they were 
powerless to change the course of the 
winds, - and that there was but one 
thing for them to do—to call upon the 
gods to help them out of' their trou- 
ble. 
'And so they prayed long ' and 


eiii-nestly, and the gods heard their 
'prayers, by cutting a section out of 
e:ich quarter of the earth 
for the 


winds to 
escape, 
whereupon 
they 
rushed out and have no longer been 
conflned . to one locality. According to 
the Zunl version of the story this was 
the. origin of the Swastika cross— 
that wonderful symbol which has al- 
ways been such a favorite with the 
Indians.
